Washington, June 28.—(Special.)—General 
P. M. B._Young, United States minister to 
Guatemala, Honduras and Salvador, is af 
the Shoreham. General Young left Guate- 
mala a month ago, coming to Washington 
by way of San Francisco, where he re- 
mained a week. He will call at the state 
department today and will shortly leave for 
his home in Georgia, for a visit of two 
to his diplomatic 
duties. His visit to this country was mere- 
ly for recreation and for the benefit of his 
health. General Young left Guatemala 
weighing forty pounds less than when he 
assumed charge of the legation there two

years ago, though his vacation has already 
resulted in restoring to him ten pounds 
of his lost flesh.

On the Stand in the Case Against the 
Paper. 


Norfolk, Va., June 28.—The people of Nor- 
folk are taking the most intense interest 
in the Massey-Pilot libel suit and today 
the largest crowd of the week thronged 
the courtroom. While all of the evidence 
is of more than ordinary interest, it is 
safe to say that near!y all of these people 
are watching for Massey’s appearance on 
the stand. It was confidently expected that 
he would be called today, but the plaintirf’s 
counsel sprung a big surprige by calling to 
the witness box Mr. W. W. Gibbs, busi- 
ness manager of The Pilut. 

Mr. Walke conducted the examination, 
Mr. Gibbs said that he was business man- 
ager of The Pilot and that Mr. Small was 
editor when the alleged libelous article 
appeared. Mr. Small was maneging editor 
until April 4th. The witness said that 
the December 23d issue of The Pilot was 
25,000; that 4,000 of the papers were sent 
to Mr. R. E. Byrd, of Winchester, but not 
as the agent of Ginn & Co, When asked if 
he did not know that Mr. Byrd was the 
agent of Ginn & Co., the book publishers, 
witness said that he did not, but he be- 
lieved he was.

said that Byrd was not their agent.

pelled that fear. I think Guatemala offers | 
great opportunities to thrifty agriculturists | 
who have a little capital to work on. Cof- | 
fee culture eis very remunerative, but it 
cannot be entered upon without large cap- 
ital, while the production of corn and 
meat offers splendid opportunities for 
these of small capital. I have never kna@vn 
corn to sell for less than $2 gold a bushel, 
and the climate and soil are most admira- 
bly suited to such production. dogs and 
all kinds of stock bring a high price in 
the markets. Agricultural implements are 
gradually being introduced in the country, 
but they have not yet become common, 
although the best results follow their use. 

“There is an almost unanimous sentiment 
among the leaders in the Central American 
republi@és in favor of a union of the states 
under one republic, Dut it seems to be im- 
possible yet to decide upon a constitution. 
Almost every one will teil you he favors 
such a union, but when it comes to deciding 
upon the relative standing of each state in’ 
the union, difficulty is met. The feeling, 
that appears to be prevalent among the 
strong union would be 
advantageous in order to protect the states 
from outside interference while the diffi- 
culty of deciding upon the interna] arrange- 
ments for the new republic has so far pre- 
vented any concerted action. A great many 
foreigners are daily coming into Guatemala, 
the Germans being there in the greatest 
mumbers. The Germans are thrifty and 
have married into native families to a 
considerablé extent. Guatemala City now 
has a population of 80,000 people and is 
rapidly growing. In the past ten years 
its population has increased 10,000. One 
enjoys the greatest safety in Guatemala, 
and I think if one were to travel through 
the country with $1,000 on his person and 
camp out af night, and in face of the fact 
that every one might know he had money 
on his person, he would be in less danger 
of having it stolen than if he were to 
travel under the same circumstances from 
Washington to New York. The Mozos are 


the carriers of the country, and these men 
are employed to transport on their backs 
as much as $1,000 in silver, and no one 
stops to think about any danger of having 
the money stolen. I think a decided era 
of progress is on in Central America and 
the republics “there are bound to become 
more and more important.”

Washington, June 23.—A messenger in the 
state department has been detected robbing 
mails directed to the passport bureau, and 
aithough the investigation is still being con- 
ducted secretly, emough has leaked out to 
prove a Case of precocious rascality, which 
will affect hundreds of persons in various 
perts of the country. As many people are 
now going abroad tne yassport bureau does 
a thriving business in furnishing documen- 
tary evidence of their nationality, principal- 
ly of tnose born avorouad who have secured 
their American citizenship (through our 
naturalization process, Application § for 
passports must be accumpanied by $1 and 
the Knowledge ot this tact has ied to a 
systematic roobery of incoming jetters by a 
fitteen-year-Oiu boy named HKirk McMurtvrie, 
employed in the state department to distrib- 
ute mail.

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BUCHANAN GETS A STAY 


If the Court Entertained the Dilatory 
Motion. 

+ Washington, June 28.—Not a word has 
been received at the office of the clerk of 
the supreme court of the United States rel- 
ative to the trial of a motion of a writ in 
the cases of Dr. Buchanan, the wife poison. 
er, and the subsequent appeal to the su- 
preme court o1 the United States as indi- 
cated in this morning’s dispatches, It is 
stated, however, thatxwthe law governing 
such matters ig very explicit and Buchanan 
can get into the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States if the facts alleged to have taken 
place in Judge Lacombe’s court in New 
York are accurately reported. If that court 
entertained the motion for the writ and act- 
ed upon it in any way, the right of appeal 
lies, and there is said to be no way of ob- 
viating the delay that will ensue. The su- 
preme court will not again be in session un- 
til October next. This morning’s publica- 
tion caused some surprise among officials of 
the court, as it appears to be a constant 
turring of the same judicial wheel in Buch- 
arnag’s behalf. It is understood that the 
justices of the federal courts in New York 
some time ago agreed that they would not 
entertain these dilatory motions, and if 
this course has been followed, no right of 
appeal would have accrued. But if the cir- 
cuit court has denied the motion, the right 
of appeal lies absolutely, and the supreme 
court will be required to pass upon the ac: 
tion of the court below.

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YALE WINS EASILY 


Her Men Row a Safe Race, Avoiding 
All Unnecessary Risks. 


HARVARD HAS HER USUAL BAD LUCK 


The Coxswain Handles the Tiller 
Ropes with Bad Judgment. 


HE JUST MISSES A STEAMER 


Gets His Shell in the Swash and Finally 
Hits a Boat—Yale Was Well 
Steered. 


New London, Conn,, June %8.--Yale won 
the race by between eleven and twelve 
lengths. The official,time was: Yale 21:30, 
Harvard 22:05. Yale jtook the lead at the 
start and led all the time. ‘Harvard tried 
to spurt three times, but in vain. The time 
by miles is as follows:

Clean Sweep for Yale. 

The race completed a sweep for 
Yale in the past college year—the football, 
baseball, track athletics and crew cham- 
pionships for 1895 now standing to her 
credit. Today’s event closed a year’s ex- 
periment with.Harvard. With the inaugu- 
ration of the. system of practically pro- 
fessional coaching at Cambridge, a new 
aquatic era was thought to be inaugurated 
for the ecrimsons. Today the results of 
Coach Watson’s work was to be put to 
the test, but the trial was not a fair one. 
Harvard had so frequently advanced the 
plea of “hard luck” that a repetition of 
the plaint at present seems useless, but in 
justice to the crimson a wide mantle of 
charity is her legitimate due. 

With the Cambr.dge boathouse closed a 
forinight in the middle of the training sea- 
and a member of the boat taken from 
of the shell three days before 
the race, the misfortunes of several sea- 
sons seem crowded into one.

In consequence the race 
Was won without getting in long range of 
record time, but no chances were taken in 
winning the race. 

Yale Well Steered. 

No. 4 of Harvard was the weakest spot 
in the erimson boat and the stroke of Yale 
started out badiy, but struck his gait 
before he had time to do any mischief. 

Clark, the Yale coxswain, took the 
Thames currents on the course like a ao“ 
tive New Londoner. He lost hardly a foot 
by injudic.ous rudder gewerving and gain- 
ed a strong point for ‘his boat by 
the most out of the tidal advantages 
the Yale waterway. Rust evinced an 
fection for the east shore. He huge: 
closely for two miles, proved fickle 
and steered the Harvard shell over a 
semi-circular course toward the middle of 
the river, but not qu.ckK-y enough to dodge 
encroaching craft. 

Just after the three and a half milepost 
was passed the Harvard shell came square- 
ly on the swash of the small steamer Isa- 
bel, which recklessly set her paddle wheels 
in motion to draw aside. Harvard dodged 
the steamer, but was tossed around help- 
in the swash for several seconds. 
Harvard had nearly reached 
the finish when second acec:dent hap. 
pened. A row boat had ventured out into 
the channel and the Harvard coxswain 
fc.led to avoid it. The prow just missed 
the row boat, but the two crafts clashed 
together. Both were almost overturned, 
but the Harvard shell extricated itself and 
escaped.

He 
pulled the race faultlessly and when the 
order came to cease rowing cramps 
doubled his arm to the body. He could 
not use the member till Dr. Hart and Cap- 
tain Armstrong had worked over him for 
a quarter of an hour. He must have suf- 
fered intense pain during the last mile. 

The day was attended with all the usuai 
picturesque incidents. The crowd §re- 
mained small throughout the morning 
owing to a brisk shower, but there’is no 
room to doubt the claim of New Londoners 
that 30,000 people witnessed the race. Half 
that number were visitors. 

The start was set for 4:45 o’clock. The 
sheils drifted slowly into place and at 4:44 
o'clock, without a sign of a false start or 
delay, Referee Rives’s voice gave the de- 
cisive word and the needle-like shells got 
out from under the lee of the bridge 
into the open channel. So pretty a start 
Was never seen here. 

Except for Langford’s eccentricities there 
was no splashing in either boat and in 
spite of it the Yale shell spun ste:dily to 
first place. Yale swung into symmetrical 
form at once and pulled one of che fastest 
half-miies ever rowed by a ‘varsity crew 
in a four-mile race here. 

Harvard was rowing in as pretty form as 
could be desired, but strange to say, was 
pulling a slower stroke than Yale. Stroke 
Langford hit the Yale stroke up to thirty- 
four for the open:ng spurt, but Captain 
Bullard, evidently acting under directions 
from Coach Watson, rowed as slowly as 
thirty-two. While the crimson shell was 
moving along gracefully Yale was pound. 
ing out a lead over two lengths for Har- 
vard’s discouregement at the half-mile 
stake. 

Harvard seemingly made no attempt to 
close up, and the Yale boat was driven 
ahead to a safe lead at the very beginning. 
It is always possible to put one’s finger on 
the spot of a race whete the struggle for 
supremacy is fought out and settled. Yale 
made the fight fom the battle at the very 
start and had a winning lead when the half- 
mile flag waved in their rear, 

Not a man dropped in. either boat after 
reaching the finish ne.

The taking of testimony was then be- 
gun and the gloves used by Fitzsimmons 
were placed in evidence. None of the 
witnesses did much to help along the 
contentions of the prosecuting attorney. | 
From what they saw of the affair, Rior- 
dan’s death was a complete surprise to 
them.

DENIED THE APPLICATION 


For a Receiver for the New Orleans 
Electric Company. 

New Orleans, June 29.—The application 
of the United Electric Securities Company, 
asking for a receiver for the Louisiana 
Klectrie Light Company, has. occupied 
several days before Judge Pardee, of the 
United States circuit court. .All the ar- 
guments were concluded yesterday even- 
ing, and today Judge Pardee rendered his 
decision. He denied the application for a 
receiver.

SOME VERY ENTERTAINING LETTERS 


It Would “Conduot toa Primeordial Re- 
sult,’’ Our Neighbor Believes—Pien- 
ty of Bolivars Appropriated. 


Caracas, Venezuela, June 20.—(pecial 
Correspondence.)—I leave today. for the 
United States on the steamer Caracas, 
ef the Red D line, and am pleased to 
Say that I have obtained from Venezuela 
a full and cordial co-operation with our ex- 
position. 

Last year when the official invitation 
was forwarded through Mr. Gresham, our 
Secretary of state, it was promptly ac- 
cepted. Since then a new Ministry has 
come in, and many changeg of practical 
conditions have occurred, 

Having fully enlisted the press and busi- 
ness men and introduced the matter to the 
ministers and people, I had an interview 
with the executive, who told me that Vene- 
zuela would take part. 
ject was discussed in a cabinet. meeting, 
some very grave inconveniences developed, 
imperiling the desired consummation. 

Ardently desiring to exhibit, there were 
scme serious obstacles in the way of Vene- 
zguela doing so, and there were many con- 
ferences and a full discussion of difficulties. 
The following correspondence tells the re- 


sult, my letter cf the 8th drawing from 
Minister Lara on the lWth the verbal infor- 
mation that the exhibit would be made, 
later given in writing: 

‘Caracas, Venezuela, June 8 1895.-—-To 
the Honorables Senor Lucio Pulido, Minis- 
ter of Foretgn Affairs; Sener Gerferal Ja- 
cinto Lara, Minister of Fomento. Messrs. 
Ministers—I have the honor to most respect- 
fully, yet earnestly, urge two vast con- 
siderations why Venezuela should’ join in 
the great United Siates international ex- 
position at Atlanta. 

‘1. This is the most vital step in the 
mighty plan of the United States to secure 
the international business supremacy of 
our American western hemisphere by closer 
union of its two great continents. The 
acccompanying pamphlet, the first prospec- 
tus of the expesition, shows many of the 
official resolutions of the commercial 
becies in the trade centers of the United 
States, furnished to myself as the United 
States ccn:missicner of the exposition, that 
induced our government to make the enter- 
prise national. 

“And in furtherance of this colossal object 
the Nicaragua canal project is now under 
wey and wilk be dcne in a few years, 
which will revelutionize the business of 
the world and make the gulf and Carib- 
bean waters the short and cheap transpor- 
tation highway between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceins to the incalculable enrich- 
ment of the countries on these waters. like 
Venezuela, to whose supreme interest it 
will be wislom to prepare to use that great 
berefaction. 

“2. Hand in t.and with 
plan of American commerce and general 
American jevelopment goes the integrity 
of American soi] and the unity of Ameri- 
can sentinent and Welfare. Venezuela is 
tcday the center of this feeling, and the 
pivot of American spirit and interest. My 
ccuntry has shown her practical sympathy 
and aid in this Venezuelan matter by a 
sclemn resolution of her congress, and the 
wuthor of that important action was Mr. 
Livingston, the congressman from the At- 
lanta district of Georgia, where this im- 
mense feast Of trade will be held. 

“In view of these overwhelming consid- 
erations, and profoundly impressed with 
the value of all infiuences fostering these 
two massive needs of American progress, 
and desiring to avoid anything that could 
tend to chill American enthusiasin, I ven- 
ture to offer the suggestion trat these cor- 
Gitions merit the exercise of broad states- 
marship and a decision upon large views 
and farreaching results. 

“So important is Venezuela’s co-opera- 
tion deemed, and such a 0bearing, alike 
upon common American cause and 
Venezuela’s own interest wovld a failure 
to unite in this movement Rave, that with 
the hirhest deference and respect [I bez 
that the government of your exceliencies 
will weigh the matter well, and in the 
Bravity of the consequences to momentous 
interests, allow a full hearing before deter- 
mining from mectives of teniporary incon- 
Venience against the execution of your anil 
our- expressed wishes, and the permanent 
formation of your own and the general 
“American welfare. 

“I cesire to impress the fact that this, 
unlike the Chicago f<ir, is a business en- 
terprise for ti.siness purposes and no ex- 
pense is reeded for show or rivalry. All 
of the South American countries have fixed 
vpon small amoints, only required to col- 
lect and plainly exhibit materials for trade 
and industries, with a capable Officer of 
Fomento as conimissioner. 

“I am prepared to remain here in the 
discharge »f my important mission at ycur 
convenience for a while to give desired 
information. i nave the honor to subscribe 
rvself, with sentiments of high considera- 
tion, the sincere friend of your republic, 
and your excellencies’ most obedient ser- 
vant, I. W. AVERY, 
“Foreign Commissioner United States In- 

ternational Exposition, at Atlanta. 

“Pp. S.—I1 beg to make the further sugeges- 
tions: 

“That, if Venezuela, which Is more glosely 
allied to the United States than almost any 
cther of the South American countries 
Should alone decline co-operation with this 
cherished plan of the United States for 
the common American good, it would weak- 
en the force of the friendly interposition 
of the United States in Venezuela’s impor- 
tant controversy, 

“That this is an opportunity to advance 
Venezuecla’s material interests that should 
not be lost. 

“That the loan of the woods and min- 
erais from the Chicago exhibit, that Min- 
ister Andrade and the exposition directory 
could secures, would make the basis of a 
cdispiay and the presdents of three states 
of Venezuela have already declared their

honor to receive and read with the high- 
est pleasure your important note of the 
8th instant, in which I find developed the 
powerful reasons adduced by you for ask- 
ing and expecting the concourse of Vene- 
guela in the Cotton States and Internation- 
al exposition at Atlanta, an event that ig 
destined to constitute a new and sponta- 
neous revelation of the increasing Vigor of 
the grand republic of the north. 

“I hasten to acknowledge ali the solidity 
and scope that are marked in your pend« 
ent insinuations and the patriotic necessi-

A Negro Hanged by a Mob in Missis- 
sippl.

At the place, 
about nine nmiiles troru roc @idave? where 
the trial was to be held. ine sheriff found 
a large crowd assembled. The facts in 
the trial before the justice established the 
hegros guilt beyond a doubt, end he was 
returned to jail. Two of Bowen's broth- 
ers testified that he had boasted te them 
that he committed the assault. When the 
eheriff started with the prisoner for Brook 
Haven he was surrounded by an angry 
crowd, which demanded that the negro 
be surrendered to them. 

The sheriff qQouregeously declated he 
would defend the prisoner to the last ex- 
tremity, but he was immediately seizéd by 
a number of men while others dragged 
the negro away, and hung him to a limb, 
where he was left dead. 

A jury of inquest was impaneled by Cor- 
oner Phillips this morning and after an 
investigation of the facts returned a ver- 
dict that the negro.came to his death at 
the hands of a mob, the individual mem- 
bers of which were unknown, 

Sheriff McNair and and the constables 
who were summoned before the jury did 
not witness the hanging, as it occurred 
about half a mile from where Bowen was 
taken from their custody.

The scene at. sunrise was indescribably 
beautiful. It would take a pen dipped in 
the most glowing color words of the Eng- 
lish language to describe it, and the cere- 
monies that followed were impres¢ive in the 
extreme. The meeting was conducted by 
Rey, George R. Stuart, Sam Jones’s co- 
laborer. 

Mr. Stuart as Leader. 

After several songs by ihe conference 
quartet, in many of which the eongrega- 
tion joined, Mr. Stuart arose with a pocket 
Bible in his hand and addressed the audi- 
ence. Hé said he had béen requested by 
the newspapers for an advance copy of his 
talk, and his reply was that he had been 
appointed tothold a prayer meeting and that 
he could not tell what he would say to his 
Father until he got on the scene and realis- 
ed his needs. He was not there to preach 
Or lecture. The whole environment had 
been calling for a sermon all the morning, 
as the mountain itself called up some of 
the most touching scenes in the Bible. 

Here he referred to Elijah’s prayer on 
the mountain, to the test of Abraham’s 
faith, the giving of the law, the temple, 
Christ weeping over Jerusalem, the sermon 
on the mount, the transfiguration, cruci- 
fixion and ascension, 

He said that God had strangely linked 
the great évents of the Bible with moun- 
tains, perhaps because the mountain wag 
the most appropriate picture of the church} 
its solid foundation, its pure air, its heAlth- 
fulness, all beautifully represented the 
church. 

Not only did the mountain call for the 
sermon, but the hour of the day. Some 
of the most tender things of the New Tes. 
tament occurred early in the morning, The 
Scene about Piiate’s court, the miraculous 
draft of fishes and other scenes were re 
ferred to. 

Mr, Stuart then opened the Bible and read 
the second chapter of the Acts and eaid: 
“We are here this morning tc receive a bar- 
tism cf the Holy Spirit. This is the first 
blessing this great¥conference needs. If we 
would Jésus the Hely Spirit reveals 
Him. If we would khcw His doctrines the 
tloly Ghost reVeals to us. If we have a 
message to deliver the Holy Ghkcst gives ut- 
terance. If we have a wish to perform the 
Holy Ghost gives power.’ He repeated the 
scripture, “If yo being evil know how to 
Zive good gifts to your children, how much 
more will your Heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask Him.” He 
drew a picture of his little boy standing by 
his knee asking him for bread. He asked 
if there were any conditions upon which he 
wculd refuse to give the son bread, and re 
plied that there were three, First, if his son 
had his arms and hands full of toys and 
playthings he would say: “Put those things 
down and then come for bread.” He show- 
ed now those who were loaded with the 
world, the flesh and the devil were not in 
condition to receive the Holy Ghost. 

A series of prayers was then held in which 
each one personally was asked to lay down 
everything necessary for a thorough pre- 
paration of the Holy Spirit. 

Secondly, he would not give his boy bread 
if his hands were dirty, Here he made a 
plea for clean hands and a pure life and a 
seties of prayers followed along this line. 

Thirdiy, he mist Know that his son would 
make proper use of the bread. He gave 
Several touching illustrations of how gteat 
work had been done by following the Holy 
Spirit and @ series of prayers followed, ask- 
ing for a preparation for work, 

Kach of these series of prayers were fol- 
lowed by songs led by the quartet, in which 
the audience heartily jeined. 

Mr, Stuart devoted the last. thirty minutes 
of the session to a testimony meeting. This 
proved to be one cf the most remarkable 
and thrilling exercises ever witnessed, He 
asked them fifst to tell where they were 
from, where they were going and what they 
proposed to do on the way. He asked that 
each one get his attention and recognition 
before speaking. 

At the conclusion of his short talk and 
prayer thete was a regular old Methodist 
handshaking end love féast. Veterans in 
the cause of Methodism wept and neophytes 
shouted. ‘Those present will never forget 
the scene. To the visitors who attended it 
was the experience of their trip most to be 
remembered and such an experience as prob- 
ably they will never have again. 

The meeting lasted two hours, and it was 
9 o'clock before the crowd got back down 
town. With untiring energy they went at 
once to the tent where the morning meeting 
commenced at 8:40, presided over by Judge 
Iuxtes, of Memphis. The general = topic 
of the day was ‘“Methodism—Its Life and 
Mode of Expression.’’ 

Bo many had gone to the mountain the big 
tent was rather slow in filling up and 
the crowd got a little warm. Some people 
seid it was too hot, others that the weather 
was delightful and that nothing better 
could have heen asked. The fact that the 
side curtains of the tent were folled up to 
catch all the breeze that way and that the 
water barrels were liberally stocked with 
ice served to alleviate the disconifort a 
littie. But if it was somewhat watm the 
atmospheric condition edrresponded very 
well with the Methodism now Visiting the 
city, for it is & Methodism heated at each 
succeeding meeting to a white heat. 

While the morning congregation was as- 
sembling some one afked for a song and 
the cholr led in the inspiring ‘Nearer My 
God to Thee.” This was followed by an 
appropriate song efititled “Look Up, Lift 
Up.”

TALK OF A RAILROAD EXTENSION 


It Would Shorten the Distance Between 
Macon and Thomasville by Forty 
Miles—A Musical Suit. 


Macon, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—The con- 
trol of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad by the Southern may lead to the 
connection of Macon and Thomasville by a 
direct Hne. When the Georg:a Southern 
collapsed in March, 5. Mr. We 
Sparks was having graded a branch road 
from Tifton, on the Georgia Southern, to 
Thomasville, a distance of about fifty miles. 
Between twenty and thirty-miles of the 
road were graded, all rights of way ob- 
tained and splendid terminal facilities in 
Thomasville, mear {the Piney Woods hotel, 
were secured. The appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Georgia Southern stopped 
the project. 

It is being revived, however, and the pev- 
pie of Thomasville will urge upon the 
Southern to finish the road. Thomasville 
contributed $25,000 to the original enter- 
prise. When completed it will put Thomas. 
ville thirty miles nearer Macon than it is 
to Savannah and will shorten the distance 
between Thomasville and Macon forty 
miles. At present the route from Macon 
te Thomasville is via the Southern railroad, 
Albany and the Plant system.

HIS WILL PROBATED 


Cayeators Will Appeal the Case to 
{be Superior Court. 


MORE THAN FORTY HEIRS IN THE CASE 


E. lL. Johnson, of Clarke County, Loses 
His House by Fire—The County Will 
Be Represented at Griffin. 


Athens, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—What 
promises to be one of the most interesting 
legal proceedings ever witnessed in Clarke 
county began this morning when the will 
of the late Judge Young L. G. Harris was 
offered for probate in Ordinary Herring- 
ton’s court. 

There were present Messrs. W. W. 
Thomas and A. E. Griffith, executors, and 
the:r attorneys, Messrs. Erwin & Cobb 
and N. J. Hammond, of Atlanta. The 
chief caveator, Mr. C. M. Harris, of Daw- 
son, representing over forty heirs-at-law 
of Judge Harris, was present with his at- 
torneys, Messrs. Lumpkin & Burneit, of 

thens, and S. H. Sibley, of Union Point. 

Messrs. E. 8S. Lyndon and J. A. Hunn-- 
cutt, two of the witnesses to the will, 
testified that they signed it at Judge Har- 
ris’s request; that it was his voiuntary 
act, so far as they knew, and that he was 
in sound mind at the time. The will was 
introduced in evidence. 

The caveators didn’t show their hands 
and simply allowed the will to go to pro- 
bate and from the ordinary’s court have 
taken an appeal to the superior court, 
where the case will be tried next October. 

The case will be an interesting one on 
account of the prominence of the testator 
and of the amount invoived. The estate 
was appraised at $105,000 and is worth prob- 
ably $125,000. About $30,000 was bequeathed 
to Emory college and Young Harris in- 
stitute, about $45,000 to educational and 
religious soc:eties and the remainder to 
relatives, chiefly those of Judge Fiarris’s 
wife. 

Now the caveators attack the will on the 
ground that Judge Harris was unduly in- 
fluenced by relatives of his dead wife and 
that his will exc.uded his own relatives 
on account of a mistaken idea on hes part 
as to the feeling entertained toward him 
by his relatives. 

The additional ground f{s made that Judge 
Harris had a monomania for giving hs 
money to rch educational and relig.ous 
societies to the exclusion of h:.s poor rela- 
tives. The leading caveator to the will is 
Mr. C. M. Harr.s, a we.l-to-do merchant 
and planter residing at Dawson, Ga. ‘Mr. 
Harris is the son of the late Willis Bb. 
Harr.s, of Fort Valley, Who was a brother 
of Judge Young L. &G. Harris. Mr. Harris 
represents aodout forty heirs-at-law, who 
are engaged in this contest.

Minutes in His Case. 

Savannah, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—Lem- 
uel Davis was acquitted tonight of the 
charge of murdering Willlam Rawls. The 
shooting took place at 6:30 o'clock on the 
morning of April 6, 1894, Davis had sus- 
pected Rawls’s designs upon his wife and 
several times caught him at his house when 
he was supposed to be away. The night 
before the shooting Davis had been up all 
night with his wife, talking to her about her 
actions with Rawls. The iatter passed his 
house about 6:30 o’clock in the morning, 
When Davis called him across the street, 
and after some words shot him _ twice. 
Rawls died about a week later. He was a 
son of Hon. Morgan Rawls, of Effingham. 

Davis was defended by Hon. F. G. duBig- 
non. Solicitor General Frazer for the state 
contended that a man was not justified in 
shooting another to prevent an act of adul- 
tery with his wife unless the danger was 
actual and impending. Mr. duBignon quot- 
ed decisions to show that a man was justi- 
fied in acting under reasonable fears, and 
that it was his right and duty to defend a 
virtuous wife from any attacks that might 
be made upon her virtue. His argument 
was a strong one and held the attention of 
the crowded courtroom for three hours. 
Judge Falligant charged only the law of 
murder, holding the case was one of mur- 
der or it was justifiable. 

The jury acquitted Davis in about twenty 
minutes after being charged.

CUBANS TO MEET IN CONVENTION. 


from Clubs Arriving in 


New York. 

New York, June 28.—The plans for the 
convention of delegates from Cuban clubs 
in this country, which is to be held in this 
city July .10th, are being pushed rapidly. 
It was said at first that a holding of such 
a convention would be a violation of the 
neutrality laws and place the patriots who 
have the matter in charge in dafiger of ar- 
rest. The officials in the office of the dis- 
trict attorney when asked a‘bour the mat- 
ter made an examination, but they were 
unable to find any law covering the point.

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WITHTHE COMMISSION 


Prait Men Waging Red-Hot Warfare 
Against the Railroads. 


RICITING ENCOUNTER OF OPPONENTS 


Railroads Claim To Bs Willing To 
Encourage All Jndustries. 


SAY FRUIT RATES ARE UNPROFITABLE 


Boutine of the Proceedings Yesterday .Be- 


tore the Commission—W hat the 
Fruit Men Claim. 


The warfare of the Georgia fruit growers 
upon the railroads of the state reached @ 
high point of intensity yesterday when 
there came near being a personal encounter 
between a leader of the fruit growers’ 
movement and Major W. F. Shellman, traf- 
Gc manager of the Central, 

This happened in the rooms of the Geor- 
gia state railroad commission, where the 
hearing of the case made by the fruit grow- 
ers against the Central railroad and others 
was being conducted. 

The Constitution has from time to time 
printed the full complaints of the fruit 
growers, showing that they are after 
a reduction of the general rates on 
peaches, pears and general fruit from the 
railroads. 

These complaints have recently taken 
shape in the form of an application to the 
state railroad commission, invoking its pow- 
er to put down the rates that are being 
charged on peaches to the market centers 
of the country out of Georgia, and while the 
cases formally made out have reference 
chiefly to the Central railroad, against 
whom they are instituted, it is well under- 
stood that the point at issue is brought up 
for action against all the roads. 


The commission fixed yesterday as the day 


for the hearing of the case of the fruit 
growers. The case came up in the appiica- 
tion made by Mr. M. J. Hatcher for action 
against the Central of Georgia, the exact 
charge being that the Central had been get- 
ting out of a through rate as much as $60 per 
car only to Atlanta, this being more than 
the local rate would be to Atlanta, and as 
it only comes within the scope of the rail- 
road commission to investigate a complaint 
against rates when the through rate is 
higher than the local, this charge was such 
as made it within the scope of the railroad 
commission to handle what might otherwise 
have been a matter only within the seope 
of the interstate commerce commission. 

The case was called at 10 o’clock. There 
were but two of the railway commissioners 
president, Colonel Trammell, chairman, and 
Mr. Gunby Jordan. 

The sounding of the case was Hatcher vs. 
the Central railroad. 

Mr. Hatcher was called on to read the 
letter he had written the commission sever- 
al days afo, setting forth bis application for 
action. 

While he was reading it he paused to 
make a correction of the statement contain- 
ed in it to the effect that the Georgia Cen- 
tial had hauled peaches to Atlanta on @ 
charge of $65 per car, this being far in ex- 
cers of the regular local rate, which is but 


“I want to say,’’ remarked Mr. Hatcher, 
“that since this was written I have been 
told that it is an error, and I take pleasure 
in correcting it if it is wrong.’’ 

Mr. John PD. Cunningham, president of the 
Fruit Growers’ Association, was next to 
speak. He had been selected as spokesman 
for the fruit growers. He began by saying 
that the staten.ent he submitted was that 
o- Mr. Hatcher, and that while he knew 
nothing about the figures and facts it con- 
tained he could oniy speak on behalf of 
what he knew to be true, and this was suffi- 
cient to force him to say that the railroads 
are the only ones that are getting much 
rroney out of tne fruit crops, and he believ- 
ed the Georgia Central was getting the lion’s 
share. He said he thought this one road 
alone was doing more to stab this industry 
of Georgia than all the other roads of the 
United States combined. 

He spoke of the rates as extortionate and 
outrageous. He said he had just received a 
telegram from Chicago stating that peaches 
Were scliing there at hess than the cost of 
shipment, the cost of the box and the cost 
of drayaze. 

It was at this point that Major Shellman 
tegan to interrupt the speaker. He asked 
upon what authority he charged the Central 
with having fought the peach industry in 
Georgia. ; 

“You have done everything in your power 
to run up the rates; vou have fought us in 
the meeting of the rate committee.” 
was the way Mr. Cunningham came back 
at him. 

“Give me the proof,’’ shouted Major 
Shellman at the top of his voice, and by 
this time the scene was getting red-hot. 

Mr. Cunningham stated that he would 
not give away his confidential informant. 

Major Shellman continued to speak and 
referred to the charge that the Central 
had been getting os much os $5 per cor 
to Atlanta as a falsehood. 

Here Mr. Hatcher orose ond stoted that 
he had made the charge, but had correct- 
ed it. 

“I care nothing for your explanation,” 
said Major Shellman, “the charge is false 
ig all I have to say.” 

“I know you don’t care a d—n about me 
or any other fruit grower,” exclaimed Mr. 
Hiatcher considerably agitated. 

At this point there was great excitement 
fn the ‘hall and the repeated rappings for 
order by Commissioner Gunby Jordan were 
but siightly heeded. 

Major Shellman continued to talk after 
several interruptions. Mr. WHatcher had 
eaid that it was a case of the wounded 
bird that fluttered, and this seemed to 
pique Major Sheliman greatly. 

Major Shellman went on to say that 
the fruit men d'd not understand how the 
rates were fixed, and at this point Mr. 
fiatcher interrupted by asking, “How are 

we to find out? We can’t g0 into your 
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star chamber sessions where rates are 
fade and get the truth of anything.” 

Major Sheliman was again greatly agi- 
tated and showed it in his gesture and his 
words. 

He said it was folly to be talking such 
bosh—about as near the truth as some 
er things the fruit men had been tell- 
ng. 

“I hope,” said Mr. Hatcher, glancing at 
the empty sieeve that dangies at Major 
Shellman’s side, ‘‘that you will be guarded 
in what you say or your infirmities will 
not protect you.” j 

This angered Major Shellman to the 
highest intensity. He wheeled upon Mr. 
Hatcher and said: “I don’t gare the snap of 
my finger for that. You begin to make 
references here to my misfortunes and you 
wll get yourself into trouble.” 

Calls for order brought matters to a 
standstill at this point. 

Mr. Hatcher gained’ the floor and gave 
a number of figures setting forth the claim 
that the fruit rates are far too high. He 
Stated that the published rates of the as- 
sociation of railroads ought to count for 
something without having such a man as 
Major Stahlman, a man with extraordinary 
ability, at the helm of the association using 

is superier intelligenve ana shrewdness 
as a supreme ruler in these matters. 

Commissioner Jordan read the 
governing such cases setting forth 
powers of the ¢ommissioners over 
appeals made by fruit growers. 

Major Shellman secured the 
stated that he had not been 
what he had said to Mr. Hatcher. Head 
not intended’ to reflect upon the fruit 
growers in saying that thd\¢harges were 
false. He had simply intended to empha- 
size the fact that they were not well 
founded and that the informants of the 
fruit growers had been in error. ‘He did 
not mean to have it appear that he had 
stamped any statement of the fruit grow- 
ers in the matter as a falsehood for which 
they were responsible and he hoped it 
would not be so construed. 

Mr. Cunningham once again took the 
fioor and made several statements in reply 
to Major Sheliman’s argyment on behalf 
of the Central. Major Shellman had said 
that the Central had lost a great deal han- 
dling peaches, having-had to pay for sev- 
eral carloacs that were injured. He had 
advanced this as a cause for the high rates 
on peaches and showed by many reasona- 
ble arguments that the risk was. great, 
the cost Was great and that the price had 
to be correspondingly high. Mr. Cunning- 
ham undertook to show that the rates were 
far in excess of the damage and the loss 
and risk. He urged that the railroads 
ought to encourage the fruit growing in- 
dustries of the state, that the outcome 
would be the establishment of canning 
factories and the general upbuilding of the 
country. 

Mr. Fort, of north Georgia, and Mr. H. 
Hi. Tift, of south Georgia, both made state. 
ments urging a cheaper rate on pears. 
They said that the present rates were far 
too high for them to engage in the ship- 
ment of pears to any great extent. 

Mr. Culp on the Cost. 

In the afternocn Mr. John M. Culp, traf- 
fic manager for the Southern railway, was 
questioned by the commissioners as to the 
cost of shipping fruit by rail to the mar- 
kets of the continent. He entered into 
quite a full and complete discourse upon 
this line, shewii.” that the cars had to be 
loaded down with ice to ke»2p the peaches 
sound, and that this ice was dead freight 
on the roads. He showed that with the 
ice and the increased weight of the re- 
frigerator cars the roads had to haul a 
great deal of dead freight, and this was 
the chief difference of expense in the haul- 
ing of fruit an! the hauling of other 
freight for which they recelved pay for 
all the weight carried. 

Mr. Culp made quite a plain and elear 
Statement along this line and gave forceful 
answers to all the questions asked by the 
commissioners. 

Major StahIman Speaks. 

The chief feature of the afternoon session 
Was the speech of Major E. B. Stahlman. 
commissioner of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association. 

He made one of the most entertaining 
speeches ever heard from him in the raii- 
road commission and this is saying a great 
deal, for there are few more entertaining 
speakers than Major Stahiman—eloquent, 
witty and wise. 

Reviewing the cost of shipping peaches 
Major Stahlman said the weight of a re- 
frigerator car of average size was 42,0)” 
pounds, while the weight of an ordinary car 
was only 21,000, thus making a dead weight 
of 21,000 on the road. To this lead weight 
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-in the difference of the cars must be added 


seven tons of ice, making 35,000 pounds dead 
weight in all. Then the peaches would 
weigh 20,00, thus making a sum total 
weight per car of 5,000 pounds actually 
pulled by the road. But frieght is only 
paid on the 20,000 pounds of peaches at the 
rate of 87% cents per hundred, from the 
average point of shipment below Macon to 
New York, making the total income per car 
$175. This total income per car, if figured 
down on a basis of rate per hundred pounds 
on the 55,000 pounds of gross weight of the 
car, including the dead weight of ice and 
extra weight of the car, for which no pay 
is received, it would be seen that the rate 
would be 32 cents per hundred pounds on 
ail the weight pulled by the train. 

Major Stahiman went further to show 
that the rate of &7i» cents per hundred on 
peaches to New York, in spite of the extra 
fast service given by the roads, was not 
nearly so much as is received on regular 
freights, the schedule being on first-class 
freight $1.14 per hundred.

He went out of the 
room and telephoned to a railroad yard- 
master and asked the weights of several re- 
frigerator cars and reported them to be 
much less than what Major Stahlman had 
said they weighed.

It was stated the other day that the 
Seaboard would. in the near future, take 
its. gereral offices from Atlanta and estab- 
lish them in conjunction with the offices 
of the vice president at Portsmouth. 

This is only partially true. 

It is understood that there will be several 
important changes in the organization of 
the operating and traffic departments of 
the Seaboard within tha next few days. 

Captain T. W. Whisnaut, who now has 
charge of the roadwey department, will be 
made superintendent of the first division 
and will have headquarters at Portsmouth, 

Mr. William Moncure will be superintend- 
ent of the secend division with headquar- 
ters at Raleigh and Captain V. KR. McBee 
will be superintendent of the third division 
With headquarters in Atlanta and will in 
acditicn to this be general agent fer the 
Seaboard at this point. 

In connection with the treffic manager 
Captain McBee will have charge of the 
freight and passenger interests of the sys- 
tem in the territory that has heretofore 
been under the management of Mr. 
O'Dwyer. 

Captain John H. Winder will remain 
general manager of the entire system and 
will be in chirge of the track transporta- 
tion and mechanical departments, and it is 
not vet certain that he will De removed 
to Portsincuth as headquarters. This has 
been published as the report from head- 
quarters of the vice president’s office, but 
it may or may not be true, and the 
chances are that Captain Winder may stay 
in Atlanta. If such be true, there will be 
general and genuine gratification among 
the citizens of Atlanta and throughout the 
entire region of country traversed by this 
end of the Seaboard system. 

It was always known here that the Sea- 
bcard would play a losing card by having 
the offices of Captain McBee and Mr, Win- 
removed, as it was rumored several 
weeks ago, and it was always doubted bs 
ticse who knew the astuteness of Vice 
President.

Even if Mr. Winder's oftice is removed to 
Portsmouth he will necessarily have to 
sperd much of his time in this city, partic- 
ularly when the Seaboard gets in full swing 
With the heavy traffic brought on by the 
force of the exposition.

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WALES LAUDS AMERICANS, 


International Railway Congress For. 
mally Opened hy Him. 


London, June 28.—The fifth International 
Railway congress was dpened Wednes- 
day in the Imperial institute by the prince 
of Wales. 

The prince, in a felicitous speech, paid 
a special compfiment to the American 
delegates, saying this was. the first time’ 
the railway congress had the pleasure of 
welcoming them. Referring to the former 
congresses, he said that, while they could 
not promise the delegates the beauties of 
Italy or excel in splendor the reception 
accorded them by the late czar at their 
last meeting, he thought it would profit 
them to visit the Manchester, Crewe and 
other great works. The prince added that 
he would venture to pay this ‘‘even to the 
delegates from the United States, that 
great country which owns half the mile 
age of the world.’’ 

The American delegates are delighted at 
the speech of the prince of Wales and 
with the cordial manner in which they have 
been received here. 

After an address of welcome from Mr. 
Lryce, the president of the board of trade, 
the congress adjourned to begin tomorrow 
a series of excursions over the railways of 
the United Kingdom, 5

IN THE TRADE WORLD. 


The South Reports Collections Slow 
and Business Moderate. 


New York, June 28.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row, June 29th, will say: 

“Dominatthe business conditions of the 
week are continued large demand and furth- 
er increases in prices for irori and stecl, 
which have surprised even the trade. The 
jump in rail prices and scarcity of and 
higher valuations for nails have tended to 
produce temporary scarcity. 

“With the further advances in prices of 
fron and steel should be coupled the gain 
of 1 cent per pound for wool, which ap- 
parently began its journey to a higher 
level about a fortnight ago. Better quota- 
tions have also Deen made for cheaper 
grade woolen goods, 244 cents per yard for 
prints, bessemer pig, billets, wheat, pork, 
lard, hogs, shoes and copper, while declines 
in prices are recorded for flour, corn, oats, 
coffee, naval stores and cattle. Sugar, coal 
and lumber are practically unchanged. 


“Total bank clearings, $1,011,000,000, while | 


less for all cities than a week ago by 6.5 
per cent, are 32 per cent larger than in the 
last week of June, 1894; 6 per cent larger 
than in that week in 1893, a month after the 
panic had got fully under way, but 2 
per cent »ssmaller than in the correspond- 
ing week in 1892. 

“Business failures in the United States 
for six months, as reported to Bradstreet’s, 
show a marked falling off in the second 
quarter of the past six months, as was to 
be-expected, but not such a deciine relative- 
ly ag in the second quarter of 1894, which 
resulted in a total for six months of 6,597, 
or 1 per cent more than liast year; 6 per 
cent more than in 1893, and 9 per cent more 
than in the first half of 1891, after the 
Baring crash, But the total liabilties have 
shrunk more than $3,000,000 from last year 
and more than one-half within two years, 
pointing to the excess in the number of 
failures being due rather to continued ef- 
fects of the recent business disturbance on 
smaller enterprises than to new and unfa- 
vorable conditions. 

“At New York there is nearly the usual 
volume of midsummer trade in staple 
goods. At Philadelphia the improvement in 
demand for staples and for iron and steel 
as well as at Pittsburg, is again conspicu- 
ous. There is relatively less gain at Buffa- 
lo, but at Baltimore the outlook for fall 
business is regarded as excellent. 

“This savors of a general revival of bust- 
ness at the south, but merchants of most 
of the leading cities in that revion report 
that the demand continues very moderate 
and collections are slow. Cotton and fruit 
crops in the south Atlantic states promise 
well and the business outlook is reported 
encouraging. Incessant rains in Texas have 
hurt the crops. Increased shipments by 
Galveston jobbers are reported due rather 
more to the freight war than to increasing 
demand.’’ 

What Dan & Co., Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade tomorrow will say: 

“The half yearly report of failures next 
week will include about 6,900, against 7,039 
for the first half of last year and liabili- 


ties of about. $85,000,000, against $161,578,152 | 


last year. But for the Cordage concern the 
aggregate would be nearly 23 per cent less 
than last year and the manufacturing lia- 
bilities 26 per cent less, but including it the 
manufacturing liabilities will be about $40,- 
000,000 against $41,376,102 last year and the 
trading $45,000,000 against $52,345,978 last 
year, while miscellaneous liabilities were 
only $2,700,000 angainst $7,556,072 last year. 

“Failures for the past week have’ been 
256 in the United States against 214 last 
year, and twenty-two in Canada against 
thirty-five last year. 

“Business is better, although the crop 
outlook, affecting prospects beyond the near 
future, is a little less distinct. Cotton has 
fallen three-sixteenths to seven cents, in 
spite of reports of serious injury by rains in 
Texas and Louisiana. 

*“‘A little buying by northern spinners sur. 
prises the market for their takings have 
been more than enough for the year’s con- 
sumption, and British returns show a great 
decrease in exports of cotton goods. The 
labor troubles are passing with frequent 
advances in the rate of ~vages paid. 

“Tron still advances, bessemer selling for 
$12.90 at Pittsburg and gray forge at 10.80; 
a further advance in structural forms is ex- 
pected; the western demand for steel rails 
at the advance of $2 per ton is quite good; 
the rise in bar is maintained, and plate and 
sheet mills are crowded so that it is diffi- 
cult to place orders at current prices. 

“The closing of its contract by the syndi- 
cate raises the treasury reserve above $100,- 
000,000, but the certainty that no more gold 
is to be imported by the bankers makes for- 
eign exchange stronger, and if a large part 
af the bonds taken abroad have been resold 
to this country, deliverable as soon as pos- 
sible, as some believe, the heavy merchan- 
dise imports for June at New oYrk, 48 per 
cent larger than last year, against exports 
about 2 per cent smaller, will render ex- 
ports of gold altogether probable. Money 
still comes hither from the west in amounts 
averaging about $250,000 daily, and commer- 
cial loans are enlarging, particularly on 
iron and other manufacturing paper. 

“The volume of business represented by 
exchanges through the principal clearing 
houses is for the past week 35.8 per cent 
larger than last year, a really surprising 
gain and only .7 of 1 per cent less than in 
1892, while the average for the month is 28.8 
per cent larger than last year and 7.1 per 
cent less than in 1892. The return is highly 
encouraging, in spite of the comparative 
magnitude of speculative operations,”

| IRBY TALKS OUT. 


He Gives His Views on the Peace and 
Unity Movement. 


IT 18 A BLOW AT THE REFORMERS 


bays the Corporations Are Behiad the New 
Movement—Urges Reformers To Send 
the Right Men totbe Convention: 


Spartanburg, S. C., June 28.—(Special.)— 


Senator Irby is out in an authorized inter- | 


view in Editor Larry Gantt’s paper, The 
Piedmont Headlight, in which ‘he pours 
hot shot into the ranks of those whom he 
declares to be “independents.”” The news- 
paper gives to Senator Irby the credit of 
breaking up the “peace and unity’ @&al 
and saving the reform movement from the 
trap which it alleges had been set. 

Senator Irby declares that the purpose 
of the anti-reform leaders was to get con- 
trol of the constitutional convention soon 
to be held and to manipulate it in the in- 
terest of the corporations. 

“When Tillman saw through their 
scheme,’’ says Senator Irby, ‘“‘they went 
to Columbia and voluntarily deserted the 
democratig party, resolving to organize one 
of their own. This is bare-faced independ- 
entism, with all that means. I can’t see in 
the face of this how honest, loyal reform 
democrats can affiliate with them. In fact, 
the action of this committee releases every 
reformer in counties where an agreement 
had ben made. If those agreements are 
carried out and this independent executive 
committee succeeds in many counfles, as 
they propose, then with the help they ex- 
pect to get on the plea of peace and unity 
from counties in which they have agreed 
they will entirely control the convention. 
I could name, but it would perhaps be bet- 
ter not to do it at this time, enough coun- 
ties that they think they will surely carry 
to aggregate seventy-two votes by the use 
of the negro. Then if they can pick up 
nine from Edgefield, Aiken, Marion, Lex- 
ington and Abbeville, they will have a ma- 
jority of the convention.

With such a pronounced free coinage 
man as General Hardin there is nothing 
to prevent the overwhelming success of 
the democrats in Kentucky except the 
ivexcusable and cowardly straddle in 
the platform.

The Latest from Cuba. 

Accordipg to the latest advices re 
ceived in New York Gomez has burned 
two towus in the Puerto Principe pro- 
vince and Maceo is in the same region 
with a large force. It is believed that 
the twg leaders will combine aud at- 
tack Puerto Principe. 

It is reported that the insurgents are 
preparing to sweep the island. ‘They 
have cut the telegraph wires in every 
direction and are now ready to wage 
war on a larger seale. General Cam- 
pos is trying to act on the defensive for 
the present. He wants to hold his own 
until October When 20,000 new troops 
will be added to the 40,000 men now 
bhder his command. Then he proposes 
to push the war until the last rebel sur- 
renders or is shot. It is predicted that 
he will spare nove and that his whole- 
sale butchery will surpass the horrors of 
the Sepoy rebellion. 

But the Cubans are.confident that 
they will finish the war by October. 
They say that vellow fever and dyna- 
mite will enable them to dispose of the 
Spaniards in short order. Undoubtedly 
the Spaniards are greatly alarmed. 
They have just imprisuned Coronado, a 
prominent Tlavana journalist, for pub- 
lishing a report that the Spanish troops 
have only one meal a day and only one 
suit of clothes apiece. The suicide of 
Colonel Linero is also a _— signifivant 
episode. Jinero’s officers and soldiers 
skipped out one day and joined, the 
rebels, carrvia@: off their arms, amimu- 
nition, ete. Their colonel then killed 
himself to avoid a eourt martial. Another 
regiment with Colonel Casallos has de- 
serted and joined the rebels. Alte 
gether, the Spaniards are in a_ bad 
plight. 

It is not likely that many expeditions 
will leave the United States for Cuba 
at present. They are not needed, and 
the presence of the Atlanta in Cuban 
waters will make it difficult for them to 
The Cubans, however, do not seem 
to need outside help.

But the south must 
grow into manufactures as the north has 
grown, as England grew, 28 Germany is 
growing, @s every community that has a 
System of manufactures has grown—by the 
way of protection. There is not in ancient 
or modern history a solitary instance of 
the conversion of a pastoral or An agri- 
cultural people into a manufacturing body 
except through the agency of a rigid and 
long enduring course of protection. 

Ogr contemporary meavs well, but it 
is not familiar with the southern situa- 
tion. Our old cotton mills are doubling 
their spindles and new mills are spring- 
ing up on every hand in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Alabama. Some of these 
new mills paid 40 per cent profit the 
first year, and one Georgia mill paid 80 
per cent. Iron mills and furniture and 
wagon factories are going up wherever 
the raw material is near a convenient 
distributing point.

Rapid transit and 
commercial conditions have made the 
interests of the United States and Span- 
ish-America practically the same in many 
lines, and it is necessary that we should 
pull together. In this way we can make 
the Monroe doctrine more effective’ than 
ever, and our more intimate relations 
cannot fail to result in an interchange 
of traffic which will be profitable to 
all parties. With the American repub- 
lics backing the enterprise, the Nicara- 
gua canal would be rapidly pushed to 
completion, and no European power 
would ever dare to interfere with it. 
The canal, it goes without saying, 
would bring the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts of the two continents in touch 
with each other and would do more 
than anything else to stimulate our de- 
velopment, trade and industry, 

A congress of American republics con- 
ducted on the line indicated by Venezu- 
ela would be the crowning climax of 
the exposition. It would mark the be- 
ginning of a new era in the history of 
North and South America. It would be 
an epoch-making event. We hope that 
the managers of the exposition and the 
federal government will at once take the 
matter in hand and make the congress a 
certainty. Nothing in the history of this 
half of the globe ever promised more 
for its progress, development and pros- 
perity. 
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An Important Admission. : 


We have shown recently in the most 
unmistakable way that the whole effort 
of the so-called “sound” money men is 
to depreciates the prices of commodities 
aud to sustain, uphold and increase, if 
they can, the present purchasing power 
of gold.

I believe that this is the sentiment of the 
democratic party in Alabama, but this does 
not mean that the democrats of my slate 
are not as firmly determined to have @ 
sound currency gs are the so-called ‘sound 
money’ men. We® believe that free coinage 
would actually make the commercial yalues 
of the two metals equal at that ratio. 
We think that the démonetization of silver 
in 1873 caused the decline in the value of 
the white metal, and that again making 
silver a primary money would restore its 
old value. J] am sure that did the cemo- 
crats of Alabama for a moment think that 
free coinage would result in a depreciated 
currency, they would not for @ moment 
hesitate In condemning it. ‘1 here are ho 
fiat money men in our party. 

We should like to know how, if the free 
coinage of silver is not going to depreciate 
the currency, it will have the effect of coun- 
teracting the fall in prices, which so many 
of the silver men insist is due to adherence 
to the gold standard. If silver, coined at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, is to be equal in value 
to gold coin, prices will remain just where 
they are now. We fancy that Mr. Cobb 
either does not speak the truth, or that he 
is himself deceived. The great argument 
for free silver, all along, has been that it 
will cheapen the dollar and give the farmer 
a dollar a bushel for his wheat instead of 
half a‘doltar, and the cotton planter 10 
cents a pound for his cotton instead of 5 
cents. Neither of these things can happen 
if what Mr. Cobb says is true, 

The Sun heads these remarks “The 
Effect of Free Silver Coinage.” It will 
be seen that The Sun loses all its gump- 
tion when it comes to discuss the finan- 
cial question. It maintains that a rise in 
prices means unsound, or depreciated 
money, forgetting that, if this theory 
be correct, all our money and all the 
world’s money—gold, silver and paper— 
was depreciated up to a few years ago. 

The Sun is right about “the great ar- 
gument” in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver. Gold has more than 
doubled in value as the result of taking 
the place of silver as the money of final 
payment. The free coinage men want 
to take away a part of that unnatural 
and artificial value and restore it to sil- 
ver and to the property and the prod- 
ucts of the people. That is the whole 
policy of those who are in favor of 
restoring silver to its old place. If the 
stock of available gold could be doubled, 
supplemented by a steady supply, there 
would be no free coinage men in the 
country because then values would be 
restored to the property and commodi- 
ties produced by the people. 

We yever have seen The Sun or any 
other goldbug organ complain. that 
gold coin was unsound money in 
1873. Although it was at a premium 
over greenbacks, and the _ people 
got along very prosperously without it, 
each coin would buy then not quite half 


as much as it will buy now. . 


Under free coinage silver will not be 
as valuable as gold is now, but it will 
be as valuable as gold will then /be, for 
every ounce of silver, colned or un- 
coined, will have imparted to it the 
potential power of redemption money, 
and the demand for gold will cease to 
tiat extent. Silver will increase in 
value and gold will lose a part of its 
value, until both metals meet at the 
legal ratio. ; 

Should gold go to a premium as the 
result of free coinage, we should not 
then, as some of the ignoramuses claim, 
have a single silver standard, for ‘the 
mints would still be open to gold. In 


would be but temporary, but even if it 
were long continued not an interest in 
the country would suffer from it. We 
would have bimetallic prices, and the 
people would enjoy the benefits of con- 
stantly increasing prosperity. The worst 
that could happen under free silver 
coinage would be a thousand times bet- 
‘ter for the people than the present con- 
dition of affairs under the British gold 
standard. 

There can be no prosperity for the 
#people until the people can get fair and 
profitable prices for the products of 
their labor. Under the British gold 
standard the profits that ought to go 
into the pockets of the ‘people are re- 
tained in the vaults of the money deal- 
ers. We say to The Sun, therefore, 
that the free coinage men are assuredly 
contending for higher prices and a 
higher level of prosperity. If higher 
prices didn’t mean depreciated gold and 
silver money in 1870, they don’t mean 
that now. 

Meanwhile, we once more call the at- 
tention of the people to the fact that 


money means the present level of low 
prices and depressed business.

that they would occasionally succeed in 
muking a big haul. 

The highwaymen of the future will 
net be found along lonely country roads. 
They will infest our large cities, and 
it is probable that they will adopt the 
methods of the Buffalo gang. It ,is com- 
parativeby an easy matter for two or 
three active men to capture an old and 
intirm millionaire and put bim where 
he cannot escape or be discovered. The 
main trouble is to get hold of the money 
desired, but an intimate knowledge of 
the prisoner's domestic and business af- 
would In some instances enable 
the kidnapers to secure a_ prize. 
new danger should not be ignored, and 
old men of large wealth should be on 
their guard when strangers invite them 
into strange places.

Then Brother John Triplett, from the 
Sandy stretches of Thomasville, with a 
huge sripsack in his hands and a south- 
west Georgia smile on his countenance, 
Stalked in and shook hands with the boys. 

“Mighty tony trip this time,” said Uncle 
Jimmy. “They’re going totake us all up 
through the north and around about Can- 
ada. 

“It’s a good trip, but I never shall forget 
those old days we “used to have when the 
association frst ventured out,’’ put in Colo- 
nel Triplett, puffing a big cloud of cigar 
Smoke toward the ceiling.

To Take Effect July lst—He “Paddled Bis 
Own Canoe,” Says Chairman Jonn- 
: s0n—Suocevceds Mr. Bloomfield. 


Mr. Walter Johnson, a brother of Mr. 
George E. Johnson, chairman of the board 
of police commissioners, has been ap- 
pointed to the clerkship in*ithe office of 
Captain J. M. Wright, chief of detectives 
of the Atlanta police department. 

The appointment was agreed upon among 
the commissionerg a day or two ago, but 
it dveS hot take eifect until July lst. Mr. 
Johnson spent yesterday in the orlice ‘of 
Captain Wright, at the station house, 
familiarizing himself with the duties of 
the position which he is to fill beginning 
Monday. He will take the position occu- 
pct by Mr, Pat Bloomfield until the latter 
was taken sick about two months ago, 
and who returned to work a few days ago. 

The announcement by Chief Connolly yes- 
terday that Mr. Johnson had been ap- 
pointed clerk to Captain Wright created 
considerable interest about the station- 
house, the change being an ehtirely un- 
expected one, Mr. Bloomfield has filled 
the position of clerk to Capiain Wright 
with ability and Satisfaction, so far as 
could be learned; - those in authority in 
tne police department speaking of him in 
the highest praise. 

Mr. Johnson is one of the best known 
and most popular young men in the city, 
and he has many friends who will not be 
surprised to hear of his appointment to the 
position. His appointment was made by 
unanimous agreement of the board, ex- 
cepting Chairman Johnson, the appointee’s 
brother. Chief Connolly received a signed 
agreement from the cammissioners in- 
structing him to appoint Mr. Johnson to 
t.u jiace and when the latter was notified 
he at once went to the office yesterday 
and began learning the work.

Ths Cox Family, of LaGrange, Move 
to Manchester. 


AN EMINENT FACULTY SELECTED 


The Southern Female College and the 
Soutbern Baptist College Have 
Been Consolidated. 


The Southern Baptist college, at Man- 
chester, is now under the management of 
the Cox family, formerly of the Southern 
Female college, of LaGrange. 

Tn. announcement that the school in fu- 
ture will be conducted by these well-known 
educators will be good news to the friends 
of the institution. 

When the college building was first be- 
gun, more than three years ago, at Man- 
chester, it was expected that it would be 
occupied by the faculty of the LaGrange 
college. In fact, the move was not only 
contemplatec, but every one was assured 
of the change. After the building was 
completed, certain circumstances Compelled 
the Cox family to remain in LaGrange, 
and the managers of the building at Man- 
chester were disappointed. 

The move from LaGrange could not be 
made at that time, and the LaGrange peo- 
ple were greatly aroused over the matter, 
claiming that the college was a fixture in 
the town and they would not hear to its 
removal. 

In the meantime a board of trustees was 
gelected for the college at Manchester. Dr. 
Hawthorne was appointed president and W, 
L. Stanton made manager and treasurer. 
Eminent teachers were secured and the 
doors of the institution were thrown opm 
fm the fall of ’'94. 

At that time the college was greatly in 
debt and during the panic that followed it 
looked as if the propemy would have to be 
sacrificed to meet the demands of the 
creditors. The days that followed were 
dark. The friends of the institution who 
had promised to render assistance found 
that the panic had placed them in such a 
position that they could not make good 
their pledges. It was apparent that the 
end had been reached. 

Such was not the case, however, for the 
manager and treasurer of the college, Mr. 
W. L. Stanton, came nobly to its rescue, 
He placed his entire means at the disposal 
of the board of trustees and went actively 
to work in its behalf. He has persistently 
labored for its success and it has been re- 
markable that he has accwmplished such 
pleasing results. He completed the building 
and has carried the Southern Baptist col- 
lege through one term, 

Several months ago Mr. Stanton again 
renewed the correspondence with Professor 
Cox, and every influence was brought to 
Dear upon the LaGrange college. The mat- 
ter was taken under favorable considera- 
tion by Professor Cox. He was advised by 
friends to make the change, as it would 
increase the usefulness of the Southern 
Female college. Many excellent reasons 
were given by those interested and a most 
liberal proposition was made the LaGrange 
school. 

A few days ago the Coxes decided to come 
and all the papers were drawn up and sign- 
ed to that effect, The first thing that Pro- 
fessor Cox did was to lift the debts from 
the property and he has now satisfied all 
claims. Active work has been begun cn 
the interior of the building and the 
grounds will be put in the best possible 
condition. 

Many Improvements To Be Made. 

“We will open our fall session at Man- 
chester,’’ said Professor Charley Cox, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

“We are making extensive preparations 
and will have everything in the best possi- 
ble condition .by September. To be candid, 
I am glad of the change, as in my opinion 
it is the best move that we could have 
made. We are now engaged in moving our 
furniture and fixtures from LaGrange. We 
will bring up forty pianos this week and 
all of our apparatus will come in a few 
days. We are expecting a large patronage 
this fall, ard I am sanguine over the pros- 
pects. I do not believe that the change 
will injure us in the least, and, on the cth- 
er hand, confidently expect an increased at- 
tendance. 

“We have already hegun work upon the 
prcperty at Manchester and no expense 
will be spared to make it the best appointed 
school property in the south. I have just 
ordered a fountain, which will be placed 
in the center of the lawn. Beautiful drives 
rvill be made to wind through the grounds 
and other improvements will be made. All 
the latest lighting and heating devices will 
be put in and nothing will be left undone 
to make the building convenient and pleas- 
ant.”’ 

The Male College To Open. 

The male college at Manchester, which 
has been completed for two years and has 
been standing idle, will possibly be occupied 
this fall. Several prominent teachers are 
now corresponding with the owners of the 
school and it has been said that the school 
will undoubtedly open in September, 

This too, is an elegant building and is 
well adapted to the uses for which it was 
built. 


STEADILY GROWING IN IMPORTANCE 


The Approaching Pan-American Agri- 
cultural Congress To Be Held. 

Editor Constitution—It is very gratifying 
to note the interest manifested throughout 
the United States and in foreign countries 
in the Cotton States and International ex- 
position. It is a prophecy of great good to 
Atlanta and the entire south. Not only will 
it benefit the people but every enterprise in 
which they are engaged. 

The committee on conventions have had 
in special view the holding of such meet- 
ings in the cause of agriculture as would 
mafk a new era in the history of this most 
iinportant pursuit and give such an impetus 
tu its advancement as would lift it upon a 
higher plane of prosperity and usefulness. 

ln arranging the dates for three very im- 
portant bodies the committee on conven- 
tions have had special regard to the impor- 
tance and relationship of the objects of 
each organization to the cause of agricul- 
tural development. 

Truck farming is on the increase in the 
south, and is destined to aSsume very large 
proportions in the near future. As a facior 
of success to this enterprise, security from 
drought is esséntial. Therefore, without 
reference to many other considerations 
which may be urged, the subject of irriga- 
tion is looming up as an important question 
for discussion. The southern irr:gation con- 
gress will meet in Atlanta on October 7th 
and remain in session three days. Men of 
experience and scientific attainments, from 
the United States and Europe, will be pres- 
ent to counsel, advise and instruct. 

The next body to assemble will be one of 
the largest anU most imposing assemblies 
ever gathered on our soil. The farmers’ 
national congress, a thoroughly non-parti- 
san body, having representatives from ev- 
ery state in the union, will begin its session 
on October 10th and continue for six days. 
It was suggested that every interest in the 
United States, connected with agriculture, 
be invited to attend this meeting, and to 
call it an agricultural parliament. The sug- 
gestion met with popular favor. It is pro- 
posed now to enlarge this idea and give the 
meeting a wider scope. , The Chicago Inter 
Ccean says editorially: 

“A thoroughly non-partisan body of farm- 
er3, having representatives from thirty-six 
states, have held national congresses, 
whereat all subjects bearing on the inter- 
ests of agricuiture have been discussed. 
The success of the national meeting has 
encouraged the idea of a pan-American 
congress, and the ide& has been favorabiy 
entertained by the ministers and ambassa- 
dors resident at Washington from Central 
and’ South American republics. The Do- 
minion of Canada and other British posses. 
sions are sure to be represented. The loca- 
tion chosen for the session of the congress

10th to 16th, inclusive. It hardly is needful 
for The Inter Ocean to say that it approves 
of the project. Whatsoever tends to bring 
representatives of the world together, is de- 
serving of approval. 

“Farming now is a trade of national and 
internatidnal relationship to all other 
trades. A panicin England, a strike in New 
York, a failure of the sugar crop of Cuba, 
or of the coffee crop of Brazil, lessens the 
demand for the wheat of Dakota, for the 
cotton of Texas, the meats of Montana and 
for the wool of Ohio; and a shortage in the 
wheat, cotton or corn crop of the United 
States, or a season of commercial depres- 
sion in Europe or America, lessens the de- 
mand for Cuban sugar or for South Amer- 
ican coffee. The interasts of the modern 
farmer are world-wide. 

“Therefcre a pan-American congress of 
farmers is not only desirable, but necessa- 
ry. It will be almost inevitable that the 
questions or recivrocal tariffs and of im- 
provement of the steamship service between 
American ports will come before it. These 
are questions upon which it is very desira- 
ble that the agriculturists of the American 
continents shall speak. The Inter Ocean 
trusts that the congress may be well attend- 
ed, and that its deliberations may be pro- 
ductive of wise legislation.” 

The suggestion is a good one, and I feel 
sure that the exposition authorities and the 
citizens of Atlanta will heartily support the 
committee on conventions in all éfforts to 
make the pan-American congress the most 
marked event of the year 1895. 

The last body’ to assemble, but equal in 
importance to any other, will be the road 
parliament, which will open October 17th 
and be in session three days. This meeting 
will bring together some of the best think- 
ers of the country. General Roy Stone, of 
the United States department of agriculture, 
who has the subject of road inquiry special- 
ly in charge, will be present, and by the 
use of improved road machinery, give an 
object lesson of great value by constructing 
an improved public highway. 

The attendance at these several assem- 
blies will be large. The delegates accredit- 
ed to one will be received by the others, 
and each meeting will act in concert and 
Farmony. 

The committee on conventions has done, 
and is still doing, effective work, and we 
trust that the press and the people will 
heartily second our effcrts. he pan-Amer- 
ican. congress will be held without doubt. 
Atlanta should be a unit in giving it a 
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Chairman. 


WERE BROUGHT IN. 


Policemen Having Inferior Uniforms 
Deposited Them with the Chief. 
There were no new developments yester- 
Gay in the dispute between the board of 
police commissioners and Wanamaker & 
Brown, of Philadelphia, in the matter of 
the police uniforms which have been reject- 
ed by the board on account of their de- 

fectiveness. 

Mr. John W. Hedges, the representative 
of the Wanamaker & Brown Company, who 
has been in Atlanta severai days in the in- 
terest of his company, has not yet an- 
nounced his intentions as to what course 
Will be pursued by his firm in the matter, 
but from what can be learned of the situa- 
tion, a lawsuit between the Psiadelphia 
firm and the city seems to be inevitable. 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution, 
Chief Connolly, acting under the instruc- 
tions of the board of police commissioners, 
issued an order to the police force instruct- 
ing the members of it who have uniforms 
that have ripped or in any way become de- 
fective to return them to his office at once, 
that they may be held subject to the 
order of Wanamaker & Brown. Most of 
the men having uniforms of the inferior 
kind complied with the order yesterday and 
all day long the big policemen wandered into 
the chief's office with bundles under their 
arms, which they deposited in a corner of 
the room with great care. 

Between sixty and eighty members of 
the force have defective parts of uniforms, 
some having bad pants, others having 
warped helmets and some having worth- 
less coats. 

Chief Connolly has addressed a letter to 
the Philadelphia firm transmitting to them 
a copy of the resolution adopted by the 
board day, before yesterday, rejecting the 
uniforms and notifying Wanamaker & 
Brown that they would be held subject to 
their order.

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JIM LATHAM IS BAGK 


Ont Once More. 


SAYS REDWINE IS A VERY SICK MAN 


Jim Lawshe’s Eyesight Is Failing Rapidly. 
Latham Is Now an Old Man 
Through Trouble. 


Jim Latham, though reported dead, re= 
turned to Atlanta Monday after gerving 
two years in the Columbus, O., penitentiary 
for counterfeiting. 

He comes back with very unfavorable re- 
ports of the penitentiary as a place of en- 
joyment and brings news of both Lewis 
Redwine and Jim Lawshe. 

Redwine is in very bad health, according 
to Latham. He: believag Redwine has 
consumption and says that when he saw 
him iast he looked thin and had a 
very painful cough. Redwine is still at 
work as bookkeeper and makes~ extra 
money in that way. 

The defaulting cashier is kindly treated 
there, though he is put through all the 
undesirable routine of the other men. 
is not allowed to talk to the other prison- 
ers, but is given some few privileges in 
other ways that none of the other prison- 
ers possess. He is proving himself a faith- 
ful worker and never shirks any duty. 

Jim Lawshe, too, is in bad health. For 
some time his eyesight has not been of 
the best and now he is forced to wear 
strong glasses all the time. He is a fa- 
vorite with the men and frequently writes 
for the little paper that is printed in the 
penitentiary. He is not the same dare- 
devil Jim Lawshe of four or even two 
years ago, but is now very gray and very 
quiet. He has been punished only once. 
He was talking to another prisoner and 
the two became so interested in their con- 
versation that they talked too loud; that 
is, Jim talked too loud and was given a 
touch of punishment in accordance with 
the rules of the prison. 

Latham, who is hardly less than fifty- 
eight or sixty years old, is in broken 
health. He looks as old as sixty-five. He 
suffered very much during the winter and 
was not at all well at any time. He was 
given easier work on account of his iil- 
health, and says that he had a much easier 
time than Jim Lawshe. 

“We suffered severely in the winter,” 
said Jim Latham. ‘“‘‘We were not fed 
enough and came very near freezing. The 
weather was the coldest I have ever en- 
countered. 

“I saw Redwine. He looks to me if 
he had the consumption. I fear that Jim 
Lawshe is losing his eyesight. He has to 
wear glasses constantly, where a while 
back he needed them only when he read. 
He has seven years more to serve,”

In the Bad Crop Accounts and Traders 
Say They Are Manufactared, 


THEY SELL FREELY AND CONFIDENTLY 


Whenever Cotton Shows Strength—Stock 
Market Opened with Firmness, but the 
Industrials Later Caused W eakness. 


New York, June 28.—The early trading at 
the stock exchange was characterized by 
great firmness, commission houses having 
been in the receipt of good orders to buy 
the railway list generally, the agreement 
reached by the trunk line presidents to 
restore rates July 8th and the advance in 
the prices of anthracite coal having made a 
number of bulls, London was also a buyer 
of American securities, and this contrip- 
. uted in no small degree to the rise of 4@2% 
per cent, which took place in the first hour 
of trading. The agreement arrived at by 
the trunk line presidents yesterday, accorc- 
ing to those in aposition to know, will 
have a far-reaching influence on American 
railway issues generally, and especially 
in Europe. Just before 1 o’clock a tre- 
mendous selling movement started in the 
industrials, and these issues broke any- 
where from 1 to 7% per cent. Tobacco drop- 
ped 7% to 107, preferred 2 to 113, Sugar 55% 
to 10653, Chicago Gas 4 to 62, Lead 3% to 
8142, Rubber 3% to 37%, preferred 153 to 915s, 
Distillers 2 to 1954, General Electric 25, to 
0453, Burlington and Quincy 2% to 8 and 
the general list anywhere from % to 1% 
per cent. The slump was attributed to liqui- 
dation by an ex-member of the stock ex- 
changé who has taken quite a prominent 
part in the recent bull movement in Sugar. 
The operator in question absoiutely denied 
the truth of the reports, and as a matter 
of fact he honored puts on Sugar at 11642 
which expired in the last hour of business. 
Rubber was sold on the publication of the 
notice by the governors of the exchange 
that the stock will be stricken from the 
list unless the company complies with the 
rules of the exchange and files a report 
of its condition, The company, it is said, is 
perparing a statement, and will hand it in 
shortly. While the Industrials were in a 
state of demoralization, rumors were rite 
of shipments of gold. The sterling ex- 
change rather lent color to the rumor, It 
can be stated on excellent authority that 
the powers which have controlled the gold 
and sterling exchange markets since the 
beginning of the year have no intention of 
permitting an efflux of the yellow metal 
at this time. In the afternoon, when the 
unfavorable rumors referred to failed to 
materialize the market recovered and prices 
moved up here to 5% per cent, the Indus- 
trials leading. New England was excep- 
tionally weak at this time, and dropped to 
46, a loss of 5 per cent. Later the stock 
rallied to 4742c. No new reasons were as- 
signed for the break in the stock. It is 
quite generally believed that New Haven 
interests control the property and that the 
price of the stock wili seitle back to the 
thirties before long, The market closed 
firmer in tone, Net tosses of the list ranged 
from \% to 5% per cent.

New York, June 28.—Dow, Jones News 
Company, by private wire to J. C. Knox, 
manager—The interests which were most 
active in depressing Sugar Friday said 
they were infivenced chiefly by the trade 
situation. They said current statements in 
regard to the sugar trade were more favor- 
able than was warranted by facts. In- 
sders had sold on the conditions which 
ex'sted a month ago and were now will- 
ing to seé other people depress the pr:ce. 
They thought Sugar would open lower 
yesterday morning and would be quite 
weak during the first hour. An interest 
which has been ‘bullish on Sugar said: 
“The decline is a market turn, and it has 
gone about as far as it ought. Trade con. 
ditions which are referred to as bear.sh 
are not important. Some German sugar 
is coming from the other s.de, but not 
enough to make a probiem involving any 
difficulty. If Sugar goes a couple of points 
lower the buying will be good enough to 
command respect.” 

The breaking of Gas began on gelling 
from a realizing sense of what the com- 
pany lost through failure tosecure the de- 
sired legislation, and as the decline pro- 
gressed it became evident that the stock 
was not concentrated, but was distributed 
all over the street.

It has ‘been a long time since a stock has 
declined 7% per cent in a day. The people 
who have been predicting a falling had 
no idea of so rapid a fall, consequently

The conviction 
on the part of very well informed people 
that Gas would go materially lower led 
those who covered, however, to put their 
stock out again at lower prices, thereby 
helping the fall.

Chicago, June 28—As delivery day on 
July contracts draws near that option 
grows weaker, influencing likewise the en- 
tire market. Today the spread widened to 
a full 2%c per bushel, against Mec yester- 
day. Fears of further liquidation and per- 
haps large deliveries are keeping sanguine 
bulls in the background just now, while 
outside trading is very light and largely 
of a changing over nature. The market 
today experienced a drop of 2c fromthe close 
last night. There was little or no news to 
encourage scalpers to take the long side; 
On the other hand, everything was bear- 
ish. Early cables were without vim, Liv- 
erpool being reported 4%d lower, with Eng- 
lish country markets a partial 6d lower. 
Closing continental markets were extreme- 
ly weak all the way rom % to 2% c lower. 
Clearances were only about 110,000 bushels, 
while the export and local cash demand 
showed no improvement. St, Louis sent 
bearish reports, saying that 10,000 bushels 
of new wheat had been received today and 
indications pointed to receipts of 100,000 
bushels a day next month. There were 
some damage reports, but principally from 
localities already well known to the trade. 
The report of light frosts in the northwest 
last night was ignored.

Sheriff Combs, with a strong 
guard, led the prisoner to the river, 300 
yards distant, where he was baptized by 
Revs. Carpenter and Kelly. After his 
baptism Smith was led back to his cell 
and awaited the hour of execution.
